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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 
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Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Scott et al. 
(US20040073507) as applied in the prior office action. See prior Office action for specific 
citations and reasoning. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/4/2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With regards to Applicant's argument that Scott et al. does not specify "to each of said 
limited number of possible suppliers an identity of all of the limited number of possible supplier" 
after issuance of an invitation to a bidders conference and the identification is after submitting 
the winning bid, Examiner disagrees. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., bidders are 
identified after submitting a winning bid) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., negotiate final 
price after all bidders are publicly identified) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not 
read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "possible" 
suppliers means before winning bid) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant appears to be arguing that in the claimed invention, the suppliers are identified 
prior to negotiating a final price but the claim language does not include this limitation, in fact, 
the claim simply requires that "thereafter, specifying... an identity of ...possible suppliers; and 
negotiating a final price. . .". Based on this claim limitation and based on the language in the 
preamble "said method comprising the steps of...", the use of "comprising" leaves the claim 
open to other steps and the steps occurring in any order. As such, there is no indication in the 
claim, as written, that the suppliers are to be identified prior to a final price being negotiated, just 
that the suppliers are identified, as is taught by Scott et al.. Scott et al. teach including 
information regarding the new supplier's winning bid indicating that selective existing suppliers 
may be notified (specifying to each of the limited number of possible suppliers) of the existence 
and the identity of the new suppliers. Scott et al. teach identifying new winning bids by new 
suppliers to select existing suppliers and identifying the suppliers bidding (see paragraph 109 and 
figures 2-5).
